FOREWORD 


During  the  past  years  I  have  imported  and  grown  Holland 
bulbs,  the  largest  pai't  of  which  have  been  Narcissus  and 
the  bulbous  Iris,  the  last  mentioned  having  fully  won  my 
my  enthusiasm  for  the  Iris  genus  that  I  have  tried  to 
obtain  as  many  types  and  species  as  possible  of  this  lovely 
Orchid-like  flower  until  at  this  time  I  am  able  to  offer  to 
other  Iris  lovers  and  collectors  a  well  rounded  collection, 
although  the  supply  of  some  of  varieties  is  quite  limited. 

Although  we  are  at  present  handicapped  by  the  importa¬ 
tion  restrictions,  I  expect  to  further  add  to  my  collection 
such  varieties  or  species  that  merit  the  expense,  the  im¬ 
portation  ordeal  and  finally  the  acclimation  required  before 
the  stock  can  be  released  for  distribution. 

Iris  are  native  to  almost  every  country  in  the  world,  in 
fact,  Africa  is  about  the  only  place  where  some  specie  has 
not  at  some  time  grown  wild,  and  South  Africa  can  boast 
of  a  “cousin”  which  is  almost,  if  not  quite  as  beautiful. 
This  is  the  Moraea,  which  differs  from  the  Iris  by  having 
no  perianthtube.  From  the  foregoing,  it  can  be  considered 
the  Iris  are  not  “prudish”  as  to  their  requirements  and  by 
following  a  few  simple  rules  characteristic  to  cei'tain 
species,  anyone  can  have  a  lovely  Iris  garden.  A  lengthy 
season  of  bloom  could  be  obtained  by  planting  a  few  of 
the  various  types,  beginning  with  the  Stylosa,  the  winter 
blooming  Iris,  then  the  pumila  or  dwarfs,  then  the  bulbous 
types  of  Holland,  Spanish  and  English,  then  intermediates. 
Tall  Bearded,  Siberia,  Spurea,  until  at  last  the  beautiful 
Japanese  (Keampferi)  Iris  will  overlap  the  season  of  bloom 
for  early  Gladiolus  and  other  summer  flowers. 
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“S”  refers  to  the  three  upstanding  petals — the  standards. 
“F”  to  the  three  lower  petals,  the  falls.  In  an  iris 
designated  as  a  “blend”  the  general  color  tone  is  derived 
from  the  blending  of  several  colors  as  in  Don  Quixote  and 
Quaker  Lady.  A  “self”  is  an  iris  with  the  same  color  value 
in  both  standards  and  falls  as  in  Primavera  and  Dream. 
A  “bicolor”  has  standards  of  one  color  and  falls  of  another 
shade  of  the  same  color,  usually  darker  in  tone.  Frieda 
Mohr  typifies  this  class,  S  lilac  pink,  F  lilac  rose,  giving 
the  whole  flower  a  rose  pink  effect.  A  plicata  is  usually  a 
white  iris,  the  edges  of  which  are  lined,  flushed  or  dotted 
with  color.  San  Francisco  is  the  outstanding  example  of 
this  class.

All  bulbs  shiped  are  suposed  to 
be  free  from  all  insects  and  disease.  In  case  bulbs  should 
for  any  reason  be  condemned  by  your  Horticulture  Com¬ 
missioner,  we  will  gladly  refund  the  money.  As  most  of 
the  failures  with  bulbs  are  due  to  causes  beyond  our  con¬ 
trol,  such  as  unfavorable  weather,  too  deep  or  too  shallow 
planting,  strong  fertilizers,  slugs,  etc.,  we  accept  no  re¬ 
sponsibilities  beyond  those  mentioned  above.  By  placing 
order,  purchaser  is  considered  to  agree  with  these  terms. 

POSTAGE  OR  DELIVERY  CHARGES  are  prepaid  on 
all  orders  for  $2.50  or  over.  For  orders  of  less  than  $2.50 
add  25  cents  for  packing  and  postage.

(TALL  BEARDED  IRIS) 

This  beautiful  class  of  Iris  is  so  well  known  that  no 
lengthy  description  is  needed.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  for 
the  little  effort  required  for  growing  them,  no  other  flower 
gives  greater  joy  or  adds  beauty  to  the  garden,  more  than 
these  magnificent  rainbow  tinted  Iris. 

The  following  culture  suggestions  may  prove  helpful : 
Plant  from  August  to  March,  the  earlier  the  better,  in 
a  sunny  or  partially  shaded  location.  Any  good,  rich  soil 
will  do  well  for  Iris  as  long  as  it  has  good  drainage.  Give 
a  mulch  of  old  manure,  but  do  not  mix  this  or  other 
fertilizer  with  the  soil.  Plant  roots  15  to  20  inches  apart 
and  1  inch  deep.  To  avoid  decay,  do  not  plant  in  damp  lo¬ 
cations  or  give  too  much  water  at  first.  Divide  and  replant 
every  3  or  4  years.

As  these  magnificent  Iris  become  better  known  they  gain 
in  popularity  and  a  field  of  them  in  bloom  or  a  few  speci¬ 
mens  artistically  arranged  in  the  water  garden  is  trulv 
a  lovely  sight.  These  Iris  are  the  last  to  bloom,  coming 
into  flower  the  first  part  of  June  and  continuing  for  two 
to  three  weeks,  they  fill  in  a  period  when  flowers  of  this 
attractive  type  are  particularly  welcome.  They  have  proven 
hardy  in  a  number  of  states,  but  should  be  covered  will 
with  straw  in  the  Northern  and  Eastern  states  to  prevent 
freezing  and  thawing. 

Japanese  Iris  may  be  planted  in  the  Spring  or  in  the 
Fall  from  September  until  the  ground  freezes.  They  require 
plenty  of  sunlight,  a  heavy,  moist,  but  well  drained  soil 
and  will  stand  considerable  enrichment  in  the  shape  of  a 
mulch  of  sheep  manure.  Other  strong  fertilizers  or  lime 
should  not  be  used.  Two  or  three  clumps  may  be  potted  up

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Growing  Iris  From  Seed 


To  those  interested  in  raising  Iris  from  seed,  I  offer  a 
limited  quantity  received  from  foreign  correspondents  and 
harvested  from  my  trial  garden. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  although  this  work  is  a 
fascinating  pastime,  the  results  are  very  slow  and  a  great 
deal  of  patience  and  close  attention  is  required.  Some 
kinds  of  Iris  seed  do  not  germinate  until  they  have  been 
planted  for  over  a  year,  therefore,  care  should  be  taken 
that  the  boxes  containing  Iris  seed  are  not  destroyed  before 
it  has  had  time  to  germinate. 

Sow  the  seed  in  well  drained  flats  or  shallow  boxes  of 
soil  composed  of  1-3  good  garden  loam,  1-3  leaf  mold 
and  1-3  sharp  sand.  Place  in  cold  frame  or  cover  with 
piece  of  glass.  Transplant  to  permanent  location  in  the 
garden  when  large  enough  to  handle. 

As  we  do  not  carry  seed  over  from  one  year  to  another, 
it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  wait  until  the  fresh  stock  is 
ready.
